Works Of Noted 
French Painter 
Are On Display 



Art Center Features Display 
of Daumiers Political 



The current exhibition to be wit- 
nessed at the Art Center features 
the works of Daumler, greatest of 
the nineteenth century cartoonists 

During a period of about four 
years Daumler produced ovrr 4.000 
lithograph drawings for newspa- 
pers and magazines, most of these 
appearing In Phlllpons Carica- 
ture" and in "Charivari." His poli- 
tical cartoons lampooning govern- 
ment officials and caricaturing the 
bourgeois King Louis Philippe 
caused the suppression of his pa- 
trons paper and his Imprisonment. 
In addition Daumler produced a 
long series of satirical observations 
of the courts, and sympathetic In- 
terpretations of life among the 
poorer classes. 

DaumlT's ambition was to paint, 
which he did in his spare time, but 
his reputation as a carcaturist has 
obscured the importance of his 
work In painting. His art consti- 
tutes the most comprehensive rec- 
ord, whether written or graphic, of 
the social conditions of Paris in the 
nineteenth century. 

These lithographs have been 
loaned to the Art department by 
Mr. I. T. Frary, Cleveland Mu- 
seum of Arts, and Mr. Joseph C. 
Oraves. Lexington.

Red Teams Onlv Two Thrusts 
at Kentucky's Goal 
Are Successful

It was Just another unhappy 
chapter In the Kentucky-Alabama 
football story last Saturday, when 
the IWldcats dropped their thir- 
teenth consecutive decision in as 
many years to the Crimson Tide, 
this time by a 13-0 score. In a game 
witnessed by almost 15.000 fans at 
Legion field In Birmingham 

Slowing down almost to a stand- 
still Kentucky's great scoring 
sparkplugs. Bert Johnson and Bob 
Davis, the Tldesmen then went on 
to outmaneuver the Blue line to 
put themselves In position for both 
their touchdowns 

It was only In the final few min- 
utes of the game that the Ken- 
tuckians gave any evidence of of- 
fensive ability. Then they carried 
the ball nut from their own goal 
line to Just beyond midfleld before 
Bama regained possession on a 
pass interception. 

At all other times during the 
contest the battle was waged In 
Kentucky territory. Directed by 
their brilliant field marshall. Riley 
Smith, the Tide varied their at- 
tack in such a manner as to leave 
the Cats guessing all the time. Di- 
rect plays down the middle, off- 
tackle thrusts and spinners were 
mixed with some timely passing to 
unbalance the Blue line and leave 
it open for short but consistent 
gains. 

However, for all Its ground-gain- 
ing, the Tide made but two serious 
thrusts at the Kentucky goal stripe, 
the unfortunate part being that 
both of these attempt were carried 
through. 

Alabama registered first in the 
opening period as a climax to a 
long, steady march from their own 
33 yard line After Just barely mak- 
ing two successive first downs, they 
advanced the ball to Kentucky's 25 
yard line on a beautiful pass play 
which the Kentucky secondary 
failed to halt. With Nesbit. Kll- 
grow and Angellch lugging the 
leather. Alabama put the ball on 
the Blue 4 yard mark but Ken- 
tucky's line held for three downs 
On the last try. Nesbit went wide 
around left end behind a flock of 
interferers and although tackled, 
his power helped him to fall Just 
over the goal for the score. Riley 
Smith added the extra point. 

For the remainder of the first 
half Kentucky managed to hold its 
own with the Tide but It was not 
long after Intermission that the 
Crimson team struck again for its 
marker Starting at about

America is last becoming a land of prisons 
and colleges." Fiom figures at hand one is 
tempted to believe tbii statement, howevei i n 
fetched it may seem initially. Statistics show 
that our increasing BUlbtW of prisons is Incom- 
ing more; anl more crowded and at the same 
time our colleges and univeisities enroll more 
and more students everv year. 

To the sociologisi who atumpis to rationalize 
and idealize the increasing number of students 
in college presents a panacea for the othei piob- 
leni. He believes that the advance in college en 
lollment will cvcnuiallv biing about a dec n asi- 
in "prison enrollment." 

However strong the idealist's convictions niav 
Ik* on this ixiint it is apparent to the ordinal v 
layman that the colleges and universities have 
something to learn from the prisons and house s 
1 if reform. 

A iccent survev of the habits, likes and dis- 
likes of prison inmates revealed that thev aic 
chiefly interested in pioblems of economics, CUT- 
lent haptx'iiings and politics. On the other hand, 
the average college student can distinguish a 
bioadcast of Jan Guibci from one of Rudv Val- 
Ic c . but fails to iccogni/e the importance of the 
London conference and is at a loss to explain 
the Gulfcv bill. 

In a recent current affaiis test conducted bv 
a leading national weekly the igiioiancc of col- 
lege students as in current happcatMB of the 
day was ic-vealed 10 Ik ama/ing. 

Is it then possible that college students with 
theil widelv publicized phvsical and inlellectual 
ficcclom have allowed their minds to become 
■MM impiisoned ihan those' of the convicts? 
Evidence "xiiiits so stionglv to this conclusion 
that we would almost accept unreseivedlv the 
saying of Van Dvke "Iron bars do not a piis.ni 
make."

Epsllon Omega of Kappa Delta 
sorority will celebrat* the 25th an- 
niversary of Its founding on the 
University campus this week begin- 
ning Friday night. 

History of the Sorority 

Kappa Delta sorority was begun 
on the campus of the University 
as a club called "The Black Cats." 
whose original five members were 
Misses Edna Cremln. Louisville. 
Orace Ogg. Mt. Sterling; May Ken- 
dricks. Monticello; May Thurman 
and Bess Oroggtn. Somerset. This 
was In 1M3 and their first Initiate 
was Miss Orace Cann. now Mrs 
J. T. Pride, present housemother 
of Kappa Delta. A little later, about 
1907. the name was changed to 
Epsllon Omega Delta and so con- 
tinued until the first pledge serv- 
ice was held Dec. 16, 1010, with In- 
itiation taking place the following 
afternoon at the Phoenix hotel 

The Installing officers were Miss- 
es LeJune Bronson, national presi- 
dent of Kappa Delta, and Edith 
Knox, national chapteiian. On the 
night of Dec. 16. 1910. the first 
Kappa Delta pledge service on the 
campus took place in the sorority 
meeting room In Patterson hall. 
Those honored by the Invitation to 
charter membership were Misses 
Marian Johnson Hayden. Elolse 
Olnn. Beth Fried. Helen McCan- 
dli-s and Mrs. J. T Pride The five 
alumnae who were initiated Into 
Kappa Delta were Misses Edna 
Cremln. Ruth Bryan, Eugenia Mc- 
Cullough. Hallie Boyd and Helen 
McCandless. Formal initiation was 
held Dec 17, 1910, at the Pho"nlx 
hotel. 

Founding of K. D. 

Kappa Delta was founded Oct. 
23. 1897. at Farmville State Teach- 
ers' college at Farmville. Va , and 
now has 68 active chapters all over 
the country. The colors of the so- 
rority are olive green and pearl 
white, and the flower, the white 
ros«. The official badge is a dia- 
mond-shaped pin of black enamel 
and gold. 

The original founders of Kappa 
Delta were Mary SommervlUe 
Sparks. Julia Tyler. Sarah Turner 
and Lenora Ashmore.

And they had a right to feel un- 
happy about It. In other years, 
Alabama had always been a top- 
heavy favorite to beat Kentucky 
and the Wildcats were never con- 
any but the most putslde 
of winning This time, 
although most of the ' ex- 
perts" looked for Alabama to win, 
yet Kentucky was considered strong- 
er than ever before and likely to 
produce a mild upset. 

It Is rather difficult explaining 
why they did not come home in 
front. The Tide, although not as 
formidable as they were last year, 
still appeared to have enough of 
their usual power, speed and de- 
ception to force the issue through- 
out the entire game 

It seemed to us that the adroit 
generalship of quarterback Riley 
Smith that was mainly responsible 
for the Alabama victory. He con- 
stantly mixed up his plays and each 
time seemed to choose the right 
spot for the right play. The gains 
were not long but they were mostly 
always gains. Smith kept Kentucky 
always on the defensive. 

Kentucky's team was individual- 
ly good but could not work in uni- 
son. All along the line, the players 
performed well but slowed up In 
spots Just enough to allow the 
Bania backs to sift through. 

Probably the outstanding perfor- 
mances from a Blue viewpoint were 
those of Hlnkeblnc; who replaced 
the Injured Meyers at center, and 
Ellington, who started and played 
most of the game at left end. Hln- 
keblne. a sophomore, was especially 
brilliant on the defense. He was In 
on the majority of tackles made at 
the line of scrimmage and plugged 
up many a hole all along the for- 
ward wall. 

"Duke" Ellington, a junior, play- 
ing his first year of college ball, 
gave a fine exhibition of end play. 
He consistently turned the play 
fc.uk toward the middle when the 
Red backs came swarming toward 
his end. On one particular play 
he broke through two interferers 
and single-handed threw the ball- 
toter for a loss. After that Smith 
sent his plays in some other direc- 
tion and Alabama's famous end- 
around play was discarded for the 
afternoon. 

Many of the other linemen gave 
creditable performances. Stan Nev- 
ers, back in the lineup for the first 
time since the Georgia Tech game, 
collaborated wtih Ellington in dis- 
couraging 'Bama on the left side of 
the line Wendell Skaggs was the 
only man to go the entire route for 
Kentucky and playing 60 minutes 
at a tackle position is plenty tough 
•Hammerhead' McClurg and 
Lexle Potter, as well as Red Hagan 
all showed well while they were in 
there 

The backfleld men all worked 
hard but Just couldn't seem to get 
started through the Red line. Bert 
Johnson, still not quite up to his 
best physical form, did not play 
long, and Bob Davis was unable to 
shake himself loose beyond the line 
of scrimmage. His two pass catches 
and subsequent runs were the long- 
est gains the Wildcats made, even 
after he had been called halfway 
back for stepping outside. 

"Bo" McMillan. Red Sympson 
and Langdon Hay came up fast be- 
hind the line of scrimmage to hold 
the opposing backs to shorts spurts. 

Kentucky's glaring weaknesses 
were Ui their pass defense and in 
their pass reception. They allowed 
several passes, one for a touchdown, 
to get by, which should nave been 
knocked down easily. On offense, 
the failure to hold the well-directed 
throws of Johnson, Ayers and Wud- 
lington cost several long advances 
and probable scores On one or 
two occasions, the man who Juggled 
the pass was out in the clear with 
no one near him at the moment. 

But as we said at the beginning, 
it was a nice trip.
